US. pushes sale of YF16 
jets to four Nato partners 


BRUSSELS (UPI). -- The US. 
Government yesterday formally of- 
fered to sell 350 General Dynamics 
YF16 jet fighters to four of its 
Nato partners. 


The Pentagon chose the YF16 
over the Northrup Y¥17 on Monday 
as the U.S. Air Force's new light- 
weight fighter. Yesterday Air Force 
Assistant Secretary Frank Shrontz 
met the secretariat of the four- 
nation consortium — Belgium, Hol- 
land, Denmark and Norway — to 
present the formal U.S. offer for 
the YF16. 

Exact details of Shrontz’s offer 
were not known. But the YF16 
faces intense competition from the 
French Dassault Mirage Fi M53 
and, to a lesser extent, from Swe. 
den’s Saab Viggen. 

At stake is 9 bonanza that has 
been called the “arms deal of the 
century.” The original European 
purehase of 350 planes would be 
worth about $2,000m. But the winner 
could count on some §20,000m. over 
the years from spare parts, main- 
tenance and the momentum toward 
sales of more jets to other nations 
— especially the Arabs. 

France and Sweden also pre- 
sented their formal offers this week. 
The four nations’ decision is ex- 
pected in the next few months. 


The four nations originally 
pledged to cut costs and stand- 
ardize equipment by buying the 
same plane.

. . Money centre

KINSHASA, Zaire. — 
WITH INFLATIONARY TRENDS 
affectng the whole world, many 
independent African countries 
want the continent to have its own 
African monetary centre where im- 
portant decisions affecting African 
economic affairs could be decided. 
The idea is the brain-child of 
central bank governors from  aAf- 
Tiéan French-apeaking countries, 
together with the Bank of Zaire, 
the Nationa) Bank of Ethiopia, the 
Bank of Tanzania, and the Central 
Bank of Nigeria. It is likely that 
other African states like Kenya, 
Uganda, the Sudan and Zambia will 
participate in the talks about the 
establishment of the centre, sched- 
uled to be held here in August. The 
‘centre will probably have the title 
‘of African Centre for Monetary 
Studies. 
The conference — the assembly 
of the governors of African central 
banks --- will be asked to approve 


recommendations made by the 
study group of the Association of 
African Central Banks which has 
just finished its deliberations in 
Addis Ababa. : 

At the Addis Ababa meeting. 
convened by the UN Economic Com- 
mission for Africa (ECA), the 
study group put forward a4 draft 
constitution for the posed 
centre, its financing, scales of sa- 
laries and allowances for em- 
ployees, and ἃ provisional operating 
budget. , 

The meeting agreed on ἃ acheme 
for financing the Centre similar to 
that used by the International Mo- 
netary Fund and the African εν 
velopment Bank. An approach has 
already been made to the UN De- 
velopment Programme {UNDP) for 
assistance ἐπ establishing the 
Centre. ; 

The inflationary crisis has been 
compounded by massive labour un- 
rest around Africa and sharp con- 
flicts . between Interested groups. 
All this has pointed to the need for

emergency measures to contain the 
inflationary trends and to maintain 
the viability of the African econo- 
my, and it is- believed the new 
Centre would go a long way towards 
achieving this degree of stability. 

Recently Kenya's Minister for Fi- 
mence, Mwai Kibaki, addressing a 
trade union gathering, warned Ken- 
yans that the country’s economic 
situation in 1975/76 will be 
worsened by the fact that the price 
οἵ petroleum products was rising 
“day by day” all over the world. 

He said: “Inflation will be con- 
trolled when nations of the world 
agree to measures to stabilize cur- 
rencies, to free international trade, 
to assist each other with cre- 
dit and above all, when we find an 
answer to the problem of managing 
the money which is now accumu- 
lating from the sale of oil, the so- 
ealled ‘petro-dollars’.” 

Kibaki said the proposed new 
African money centre would go a 
jong way towards that end.

Consumers 
complain of 
drop in quality

TEL AVIV. — The consumer who 
feels that things were better in the 
good old dayg — or at least those 
days prior to the recent devaluation 
— may very well be right, says Mrs. 
Eva Eylon, of the independent Israel 
Consumers Association. 

Since the devaluation, she says, 
there has been a wave of com- 
plaints, mostly to do with prices, 


5 especially of articles ordered be- 


fore the devaluation. Concurrently, 
the people who come to her -office 
feel (and she does also) that the 
quality of many goods is dropping. 

Unfortunately in most instances 
the feeling cannot be verified since 
the Israel Consumers Association, 
like other consumer organizations, 
does not have the budget to actual- 
ly run tests to see whether the qual- 
ity has dropped or not. (The govern- 
ment-sponsored Consumer Council 
has asked the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry for funds 
to carry out comparison testing 
of different products, but the bud- 
Bet has yet to be approved.) 


Mrs. Bylon showed two pack- 
ages of toilet paper. The pre-devalu- 
ation package, priced at 113,50, 
had four rolls containing 115 metreg 
of paper according to the descrip- 
tion written on the package.

IBB securities seized | 
in U.S., Switzerland 


TEL AVIV. — Securities valued at 
about §$4.1m. which were deposited 
with the Israel-Gritiah Bank have 
been seized by foreign banks, main- 
ly in the U.S. and- Switzerland. 
This was done reportedly as a safe- 
guard against debts incurred by the 
TRB. 


The Bank of Israel lawyers this 
week appealed to the local Dis- 
trict Court to instruct them as to 
what steps to take abroad in order 
to bring about the release of the 
securities, which do not belong to 
the bank itself. Advocate Ezra 
Godard told ‘the court last week 
that securities amounting to $1.3m. 
belong to 140 private clients of, 


the bank, and that the balance be- 
longs to companies of the Williams 
group. 

Some of the security-holders ap- 
parently owe the IBB money, having 
received loans in order to buy the 
bonds. The Bank of Israel is there- 
fore making every effort to restore 
the securities to the IBB so as to 
facilitate the repayment of loans 
owed by it to the Bank of Israel. 


In order to regain the securities 
seized as collateral by the various 
American companies which brought 
suits against the IBB, the Bank of 
Israel requested that the IBB's assets 
in the U.S. be liquidated, and a New 
York court approved the request. 


Haifa dockers work more

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — A classified study of 
comparative norms and premiums 
in Ashdod and Haifa 
shows that the Haifa stevedores 
do much more work, though Ash- 
dod harbour is the more modern 

and therefore: more efficient. 

The Post learned this week that 
the study, made by ἃ local port 
official, was prompted by the ris- 
ing dissatisfaction Haifa 
stevedores at what they believe to 
be favoured treatment accorded to 
their southern colleagues. The 
study, of 140 different cargoes, 
showed that for 120 the norms in 
Haifa are higher, under similar 


harbours - 


conditions. For 30 the 
norms here are from 45 to 80 per 
cent higher and for the rest from 
20 to 25 per cent more. Only for 
20 is the Ashdod norm 
higher, and the stevedores there 
earn much higher premiums for 
the same work. 

The study found that for citrus 
fruit, the norm was lower in Haifa 
in the past, 4,100 cases for gang 
shift as against 4,600 in Ashdod. 
The Haifa men refused to have 
their. norm raised and finally the 
Ashdod norm was lowered to the 
4,100 level. The stevedores there 
were paid 11280,000 “compensa- 
tion” for having worked higher 
norms for two years.

GOREN SEITLES THE BRIDGE 
ARGUMENTS: by Charles H. 
Goren, New York, Hart Publishing

GOREN HAS developed a new 
style. His earlier writing for the 
most part deals with systems of 
bidding and methods of play.
